  (6) No effect on enforcement of Federal civil law by State attorneys general Nothing in this section may be construed to impair any authority that the attorney general of a State may have to enforce any Federal civil statute or any regulations of an Executive agency (as defined in section 105 of title 5, United States Code) issued under such a statute. .
  (c) Applicability The amendments made by this section shall apply with respect to any action or proceeding that is commenced on or after the date of the enactment of this Act.
